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Sippican Garden Is a Labor of Love

On a warm Monday after school, students Emma 
and Paige Bougault and Cory Sullivan assisted Sippican 
School third grade teacher Diane Wood with the planting 
of garlic herbs in a new garden bed. The three stewards 
watched Ms. Wood as she demonstrated how to line the 
crops north to south and space the herbs six inches apart. 
Mr. Sullivan cups a small worm in his hand as they begin 
digging holes to plant the herb. "Worms are a sign the soil 
is healthy/' Ms. Wood explained. 

Sometimes the best lessons occur outside the 
classroom. As spring warms the soil and begins to entice 
life from seeds, what better place to learn about the earth's 
natural rhythms than a garden? 

Just look at the children of Sippican Elementary 
School, who serve as caretakers to a small, but vibrant 
community garden adjacent to the school. The effort 
extends outside the work of the students. Led by Ms. 
Wood, the organic garden is tended by countless parents 
and volunteers and is funded solely by donations and 
fundraisers. We know it takes a village to raise a child, but 
in this case it takes a dedicated school community to raise 
a garden. 

A quick tour of the garden beds engages all 
of the senses; the perennial bed of garlic, parsley and 
horseradish awaken the nose with their distinctive 
aromas. A few optimistic lettuce leaves catch the eye as 
they peak through a bed of soil, and lavender already is 
thriving at the periphery. A butterfly bush and bird feeder 
dangling from a tree pruned by students indicates that

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the garden attracts a wide variety of life forms. Ms. Wood 
points to beds dedicated to growing corn, beans and 
squash - and a vertical bed of strawberries plants - all 
which show the promise of a tasty season. 

The care and maintenance of the organic garden 
is deliberate in promoting sustainable practices. A 
donated gutter funnels rainwater into a barrel, where 
students collect water in cans to distribute among the 
plants. A large composter sitting on the side of the garden 
holds biodegradable lunch items discarded by students 
and weeds/ grasses cleared for new planting. In addition, 
Ms. Wood explained that a mother / daughter team 
composted local seaweed for use in the garden beds. 

Three times per year, Ms. Wood leads a six-week 
gardening club for students interested in learning how to 
compost, prepare soil, plant and harvest, and put the beds 
to rest for the winter. The next round begins after spring 
vacation and participating students have much to be 
excited about. Ms. Wood said each weekly lesson begins 
with an observation of changes in the garden during the 
past week, a journaling exercise, and a literature tie-in. In 
the past, she said students have learned to overcome fears 
of insect critters and enjoy lettuce when in the past they 
would push the salad plate away. 

Ms. Wood said she is proud to be a part of 
Marion, where people "are into keeping things green." 
The garden would not be possible without town parents 
and volunteers, who keep the garden going when 
children are away during the summer. 

The lessons of environmentalism and stewardship 
are important for kids - but the best part of Sippican 
School's community garden is the chance to open up the 
senses to the outdoors and have fun. 
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Mattapoisett Election Season is Here

Papers for elected positions in Mattapoisett have 
been returned, and there are only two contested races. 

Select Board chairman Jordan Collyer w^ill be 
running unopposed. Other incumbents that w^ill be 
running unopposed are: Donald Fleming for Assessor, 
Gerald Johnson and Charles Motta for Mattapoisett 
School Committee, John Eklund for Tow^n Moderator, 
Gary Caspar for Water / Sewer Commissioner, Daniel Lee 
for Board of Health, Robert Martin for Herring Inspector, 
Roland Cote for Tree Warden, and John DeCosta and Jodi 
Lynn Bauer for the Community Preservation Committee. 

New candidate Daniel Goodman will run 
unopposed for a seat on the Old Rochester Regional 
District School Committee, and Ronald Merlo will also 
run unopposed for a seat on the Planning Board. 

The first contested race will be for Library 
Trustee. Mary Magee, James Dildine and incumbent 
Donald Linhares will be running to fill two Trustee spots. 

The second contested race will be for Constable. 
Voters will be asked to select two, and the candidates are: 
John Barnes, Kenneth Pacheco, Craig LaBlanc, Thomas 
Barry and incumbent Paul Magee. 

So far, Mattapoisett is the only town in the Tri- 
Town that will have ballot questions this year. The first 
question asks residents whether they want to adopt an 
optional exemption to the Community Preservation Act 
(CPA). The optional amendment would make property- 
owners who qualify as 'Tow-income'' or 'Tow / moderate 
senior income" exempt from contributing to the CPA. 
A "yes" vote will adopt the exemption, a "no" vote will 
keep the CPA unchanged. 

The second question asks voters to decide on the 
ongoing debate over using public money to remove snow 
and ice from private roads. A 2009 special Town Meeting 
vote allowed the town to provide general grading and 
maintenance to private roads, but the issue of snow and 
ice removal will be decided on this year's ballot. A "yes" 
vote will allow the town to appropriate money for snow 
and ice removal on private roads (therefore making those 
private roads accessible to the public), a "no" vote will 
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prohibit town removal of snow and ice on private roads. 
Mattapoisett's election day will be May 18, 2010.

were approved. 

In his Town Administrator's report, Mr. 
LaCamera informed the Board that site work would begin 
next week at Rochester Memorial School. Since the work 
will lead to a shortage in parking, the Board decided 
to change the location of the upcoming Annual Town 
Meeting. Instead of holding the meeting at RMS, the 
meeting will be held at Old Colony Regional Vocational 
Technical High School on 476 North Avenue in Rochester 
on May 17 at 7:00 pm. At an April 20 meeting with the 
Financial Committee, the Board will approve the warrant 
for the Town Meeting. 

Mr. LaCamera also informed the Board that a Tri- 
Town Board of Selectmen meeting is scheduled for April 
22 in the Old Rochester Regional Media Room at 7:00 pm. 

For residents still struggling with the aftermath of 
the late March storm that flooded much of the region, Mr. 
LaCamera offered a hotline from the Federal Emergency 
Management Agency (FEMA): 1-800-621-3362. 

Plymouth County will be conducting an aerial 
spray for specific wetlands, according to Mr. LaCamera. 
He said that some organic farms will be bypassed in the 
spray, but the county is acting early and quickly, since 
this year's mosquito population will likely be large from 
all the rain. 

In Correspondence, the Board was informed that 
the Commonwealth of Massachusetts would be allotting 
$237,074 to Rochester in Chapter 90 funding for road 
maintenance. Mr. LaCamera is still working with the 
Commonwealth to see if they can borrow against future 
Chapter 90 funding for the sake of a larger road project. 

On April 27, 2010, there will be a public hearing 
with the planning board at 7:45 pm in the Rochester Town 
Hall conference room regarding a petition to accept a 
zoning bylaw to allow the use of private landing strips for 
fixed- wing single-engine aircrafts. 

Mr. LaCamera informed the Board that their 
search for a town planner has turned up two separate 
offers from two undisclosed towns who are both 
interested in regionalizing town planner services. Mr. 
LaCamera will work further with these towns and 
the Rochester planning board to see if a satisfactory 
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arrangement can be met.

Mattapoisett to Establish Aquaculture Protocol 

Mattapoisett Board of Selectmen

A regular meeting of the Mattapoisett Board 
of Selectmen meeting was called to order by Chairman 
Jordan C. CoUyer on April 13, 2010 at 7:00 pm in the 
Center School. Also in attendance were Selectmen Paul 
Silva and George Randall, Town Administrator Michael 
Gagne and Assistant to the Selectmen Melody Pacheco. 

The Board approved the minutes of the March 23 
and March 29 meetings. 

In further Action items, the Board: 

• Voted to approve a billiard pool license for 
Rick's Tavern and a bowling license for Bowl Mor Lanes. 

• Voted to reappoint Barbara Sullivan to the Old 
Colony School Committee with a term ending in 2013, and 
voted to appoint Raymond Andrews to fill the unexpired 
term of the late Blanche Perry. 
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• Voted to appoint Kenneth Pacheco as a member 
of the Board of Appeals. 

• Voted to appoint Randall Kunz and Joan 
Deanna as members of the Mattapoisett Housing 
Partnership. 

In the first appointment of the evening, the 
Board met with resigning Old Colony School Committee 
member Dana Barrows to present Mr. Barrows with 
a certificate of appreciation for 14 years of service. 
Chairman Collyer described Mr. Barrows as a "very vocal 
and instrumental member''. 

In a second appointment, the Board held an 
informational public meeting for a revision of a previous 
aquaculture license hearing made by resident Jim 
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O'Dowd. Mr. O'Dowd had come before the Board in 
March 2010 with an application for an oyster aquaculture 
license in the area of Brandt Island Cove. Before the 
appointment began. Selectman Randall recused himself 
on the grounds that he is an abutter to the cove. 

Mr. O'Dowd's original application involved two 
acres in the middle of Brandt Island Cove, which is a quiet 
and shallow location that is popular with kayakers and 
leisure boaters. In an initial hearing, abutters turned out 
to protest the application and Mr. O'Dowd withdrew it 
with the agreement that he would produce an alternative 
location. 

The revised location that Mr. O'Dowd presented 
at the informational public meeting was a scaled-down 
version of his initial proposal. The new proposal was an 
acre, split up into two half -acre portions: section "A", 
which would be the winter spot for the black mesh oyster 
bags, and section "B'', which would be the summer 
location for the oysters. Both locations were less intrusive 
and closer to coastline than the original plan, and would 
be closer to a section of the cove where resident Bob Fields 
has maintained an aquaculture site for about 10 years. 

Mr. O'Dowd took a moment to clear up some of 
the concerns that he said had been circulating since his 
hearing, claiming that "junk science'' had been presented 
by the opposing residents and legal counsel. He said the 
site would only be worked on during daylight hours, 
the work would require one small 25-horsepower engine 
skiff, and the grading and sorting would be performed 
manually. "There will be no [on site] power washing," 
he added, referring to an April aquaculture meeting in 
Marion, where residents of Job's Cove expressed concern 
about sound pollution in regards to another aquaculture 
application. 

Salinity was one of the major advantages that 
Mr. O'Dowd presented. He claimed that between finding 
a location free of eel grass and the right salinity level, 
he was really limited in appropriate locations. He said 
that the operation he was proposing would be "basically 
mimicking [Bob Fields'] way of doing things." He added 
that this scaled-back version would not need a barge or a 
raft. 
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Before opening the floor to discussion from town 
residents. Chairman Collyer cleared up one circulating 
piece of misinformation: the appointment was an 
informational one, and not a formal hearing, so there 
would be no decision made during the meeting. 

Concerned residents brought up the proximity 
of a marina with boats leaching zinc and oil into the 
water, the issue of conflict of interest (since one of 
the committees that would also have to approve the 
application would be the Conservation Commission, 
on which Mr. O'Dowd holds a seat), the fear that seeds 
brought in could bring foreign diseases to Mattapoisett 
waters and the possibility of Mr. O'Dowd expanding 
his operation in the future. The main topic of concern, 
however, was the fact that Mattapoisett does not yet 
have an established protocol and list of regulations in 
regards to approving aquaculture permits, and this was 
something that the residents hoped to change. 

"When is 'enough is enough'?'' asked Carlene 
Larsson. Ms. Larsson urged the selectmen to "establish 
thoughtful standards" and said that media referring 
to the topic as a "NIMBY" (Not in My Backyard) issue 
were making an "inaccurate and grossly irresponsible 
representation" of the resident issue with the application. 
She suggested the Board put together an aquaculture 
committee to deal with the growing trend of aquaculture 
license applications, instead of dealing with them on an 
ad-hoc basis. 
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Selectman Silva and Chairman Collyer agreed 
that the town would have to work on making the 
procedure a more established process, for the sake of 
abutters and applicants alike. ''It's gotten bigger than we 
ever expected," said Selectman Silva, who said that he 
would want to explore the topic before making a decision 
on any application. 

"We don't have a lot of reinventing to do here," 
said Chairman Collyer in reference to the establishment 
of aquaculture regulations. Both Barnstable, MA and 
Duxbury MA have set some written standards that could 
be helpful to Mattapoisett. 

Although the Board expressed hesitation in 
going forward on any aquaculture licenses until they 
could gather more information, they said that an April 
26 hearing for applicant Chapman Dickerson will still go 
forward as planned. 

In a third appointment, the Board met with Tree 
Warden Roland Cote and tree expert David Mendell to 
discuss a growing problem with winter moths in the 
maple trees of Mattapoisett, particularly the village area. 
"Winter moths have been a problem in Mattapoisett 
for about three years now," said Mr. Mendell, who 
suggested spraying the trees with an "extremely low 
toxicity product" made from chrysanthemums. Mr. Cote 
described the product as an "organic, natural spray" that 
would act as a pesticide to the caterpillar moths feeding 
on the buds and young leaves. The leaves come out in the 
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Mon.-Fri. 7:30-7:00, Sat. 8-5

summer looking like "swiss cheese'', said Mr. Mendell, 
and years of exposure to this pest could damage, stress or 
even kill a tree. 

Mr. Mendell and Mr. Cote recommended 
conducting a controlled spray in late April / early May. 
Although the notice is fairly short, the spray has to be 
conducted when the caterpillars are young for maximum 
effect, and the spray would be applied with lit wands 
in the middle of the night to minimize disruption and 
exposure for residents. The cost of the project, which will 
include Main Street, North Street and Old Marion Road, is 
estimated at $2,800 to 3,500. 

Selectman Silva noted that the cost of removing 
dead trees is a lot higher than the cost of spraying, so

the Selectmen decided to go forward with the resident 
notification process. 

In Notes and Announcements, Ms. Pacheco 
announced: 

• An invitation to the selectmen to a Youth 
Baseball Opening Day on May 1 at 8:30 am at the Knights 
of Columbus. 

• Town Hall will be closed on April 19 in 
observation of Patriot's Day. 

• The next Selectmen's meeting will be held on 
April 26 at the Center School at 6:30 pm. 

• The Board is invited to the annual Memorial 
Day parade and exercises to be held on the Mattapoisett 
Library grounds on May 31 at 1:30 pm. 

• The new transfer hours of the town landfill 
have started and will be Tuesday through Saturday from 
8:00 am to 3:00 pm. 

• The Board received notification from the Water / 
Sewer Commissioners stating that they will be holding a 
public meeting to discuss a proposed Mattapoisett Neck 
Sewer Extension project. This meeting will occur on April

For the first and only hearing, the board 
considered a special permit application by Brett Lansing 
to allow a conversion to two dwelling units for a property 
zoned in General Business. Specifically, Mr. Lansing of 
961 Point Road sought to convert a second building on his 
property currently used for his landscaping business into 
a residential unit for his father. According to Mr. Lansing, 
his family is seeking to take care of his father with health 
and vision problems. 'T need to put my father up and be 
there for him," he said. 

Mr. Lansing said that he will do the conversion 
tastefully and he already has planted trees and put in 
fences to create barriers between abutters. He currently 
shares his 1,000 square foot garrison home with his wife 
on another part of the property. 

After Mr. Barros recognized the applicant's "noble 
gesture," Mr. Wedge asked Mr. Lansing if he had acquired 
any professional legal advice. Mr. Lansing said he had 
not sought legal counsel due to the expense, but he had 
hired an engineer for the proposed site plan. Mr. Wedge 
then reviewed the considerations attached to granting 
a special permit and said he anticipates "character of 
neighborhood" consideration as raising issues for the 
town. The chairperson said this application is unusual 
because it requests two livable buildings on one lot. He 
then said that "another path that would be seen in a 
kinder light by the town" is for the applicant to consider 
converting the structure as a 40B unit under the Local 
Initiative Program to help the town meet its affordable 
housing goals. 

The board then closed the hearing and voted to 
go into executive session for an unrelated matter. 

Shortly thereafter, the board deliberated on Mr. 
Lansing's special permit request. 

The board noted that the planning board did

not weigh in on the application; however Mr. Wedge 
established again the possibility of the applicant 
converting his structure via the 40B route. Mr. Pierce 
expressed some concerns that the 40B arrangement sets 
that property as affordable housing "in perpetuity"' and 
that may pose problems if Mr. Lansing does not want a 
rental on his property when the situation changes. 

In addition, Mr. Wedge said the board's role is not 
to set a precedent, and approval of the unusual request 
would represent "a denigration to the bylaws because 
of the 'character of neighborhood' issue." Mr. Barros did 
note that the applicant has considerably improved the 
condition of his property. "The next door neighbor should 
be glad with what he sees," he said. 

In the end, the board voted to deny the 
application without prejudice based on insufficient 
submission of documents. The board stressed that they 
encourage the applicant to find a way to make it work 
and on numerous occasions suggested that Mr. Lansing 
acquire legal help. 

The board then voted to approve additional 
funding for copies of meeting packets to accommodate 
new board members. 

At this point, the board adjourned at 8:40 pm.

White, Rochester Memorial School (RMS) Principal Jay 
Ryan, School Business Administrator Kathleen Isernio, 
and Director of Student Services Teresa Hamm. 

In her brief Chairperson's report, Ms. Hartley 
said that the RMS building renovation project is moving 
along well. She reported that the technology committee 
met recently to examine the technological needs of the 
school so the new building is equipped appropriately. 

In the superintendent's report, Mr White 
updated the board with the new^s that Massachusetts was 
not chosen to participate in the first round of Race To 
The Top. However, the state w^ill re-apply for a follow^ing 
round in June. He also said that hiring is underway for 
the next Assistant Principal w^ith the understanding that 
funding cuts could eliminate the position next fall or set 
it to a part-time or full-time position. The recent budget 
earmarked funds for the position as part time. According 
to Ms. Isernio, the school will learn ''anytime between 
now and June 30 and beyond" the status of Chapter 70 
state aid. 

In addition, Mr White discussed a potential 
17.5 percent increase in health insurance, thus school 
administrators are investigating additional insurance 
options. 

In his principal's report, Mr. Ryan reported on 
building construction progress and noted that much 
work will occur during the upcoming school vacation. He 
said that pick up and drop off points will change when

children return. Interested parents can find out more 
information on the school web site. 

In other news, Mr. Ryan said that MCAS tests 
are complete and lauded parents for their cooperation. "I 
think this is the most cooperative and helpful everyone 
has been, especially parents. . . Attendance was spot 
on,'' he said, noting that only one make-up test was 
required. Also, he said interviews are underway to fill 
the social worker and special education positions for the 
fall. In addition, Mr. Ryan described the recent auction 
fundraiser as a success. 

The board then approved the March 18 minutes 
with one abstention. Then the committee went into 
executive session to discuss February 9 and 23 executive 
session minutes. Shortly thereafter, the board approved 
those minutes, with one vote in opposition from Donna 
Laliberte. 

At this point, Ms. Hartley discussed a 
conversation with Town Administrator Richard 
LaCamera about town press policy. She said Mr. 
LaCamera expressed "concern'' about deviation from the 
policy that designates the chairperson as a committee's 
spokesperson. Ms. Hartley stressed that all media 
inquiries should go through her. 

Ms. Laliberte then said regarding the executive 
minutes closed-door discussion: 'T just need to say I've 
just been accused of talking to a newspaper, and I have 
never done such, and I am being told by three women of 
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the school committee that they don't trust me/' she said. 
"They still feel Fm being dishonest with them/' 

Ms. Isernio discussed budget transfers in her 
business report. Namely, she said she transferred funds 
from the circuit breaker line item to accommodate 
shortfalls in funding for substitutes and special education 
Ms. Isernio reported that Sippican School in Marion 
officially is launching its Nutrikids point-of-sale system 
for its cafeteria. 

In a special report to the committee. Old 
Rochester Regional Director of Food Services Suzanne 
Souza discussed results of a recent survey on the 
cafeteria experience at RMS. She said the survey was 
administered due to a drop in participation in the school

lunch program. According to results of 218 surveys from 
families: 142 indicated they like lunch; 51 indicated they 
did not like lunch; and 100 responded that there is not 
enough time to eat. The top foods reported by the survey 
include Sal's Pizza, chicken nuggets, chicken patties, 
tacos, hot dogs, stuffed crust pizza, and French toast. 
Common comments received from RMS families on 
school lunch included: 

• The cost of lunch is too high 

• Menu needs more fruits and vegetables and 
healthier choices 

• Menu needs bigger portions 

• Students do not like what is offered or bring 
lunch from home 

• More tuna is desired 

• A point-of-sale system is recommended 
Ms. Isernio said she hopes area elementary 

schools in the district adopt NutriKids, which she said 
reduces time students spend waiting in line for food and 
provides valuable data on what items are popular. 

In comments on survey results, Ms. Rood noted: 
'T do not like to see chicken nuggets as a top food,'' and 
recommended healthier food options. Ms. Laliberte 
agreed. 'T would love to see more money spent on the 
program and see children eat healthier," she said. Ms. 
Souza said one effort to improve the lunch experience is 
brightening up the room with new artwork and giving 
away donated Dr. Seuss books to entice children into the 
cafeteria. 

Ms. Souza said that unrelated managerial 
responsibilities at the ORR Junior High and High School 
reduce the amount of time she currently dedicates to the 
school lunch program. However, she said she is currently 
training staff members to lighten her load so she can 
increase her visibility at schools. In response, Ms. Hartley 
said with the school overburdened administratively due 
to the renovation project, she welcomes Ms. Souza's 
stepped-up presence in the cafeteria. 

Ms. Hartley then suggested that the RMS 
introduce breakfast for students and Ms. Souza 
responded: "We are always in favor of breakfast." The 
chairperson then suggested to the board the formation of 
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a subcommittee to investigate a possible student breakfast 
program. The board agreed to revisit the topic in June. 

In a special topic report, Rochester Planning 
Board chairman Arnold Johnson discussed in detail 
progress on the school renovation project. ''After six 
or seven years, we are finally putting a shovel in the 
ground," he said. Currently, the planning chairman said 
the town is vetting more than 180 bid packages for future 
electrical and plumbing work. ''We picked the right time," 
he said, noting that the low interest rate will save the 
school more than one million dollars. 

He said preliminary work required the purchase 
of a new generator to run the fire suppression system, 
which requires water to be pumped at a minimum of 550

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gallons per minute to fight a potential fire. Mr. Johnson 
also said due to the sandy soil, contractors placed the oil 
tank above ground, saving the school $150,000. Also, all 
usable playground equipment is being stored in trailers 
on Pine Street until the site is finished, he said. 

In addition, the town Conservation Committee 
is w^orking w^ith RMS science students to relocate turtles 
affected by the program. "This is coming together as a 
real community project,'' the planning chairperson said. 

Mr. Johnson said renovation work will be "very 
aggressive" this first summer. He said the courtyard will 
be gutted out and students will contribute their ideas for 
how they envision the courtyard "with an eye toward 
simplicity." 

More recently, Mr. Johnson described work with 
the tech committee to address what kind of servers are 
needed, ensure that classrooms can accommodate future 
SMART boards, and training required to use future 
technology. 

"Fm impressed with the companies working 
on the school," said Ms. Hartley. "We are lucky to have 
people anticipating each of the needs," she said, noting 
that school projects do not always run so smoothly. 
Looking at the next school year, Mr. Ryan predicts that 
"weTl be in great shape" in terms of classrooms being 
prepared after construction this summer. 

The school board then examined a "Request for 
Disposal" from a teacher seeking to discard overhead 
lamps due to their obsolete nature. Ms. Isernio said the 
list represents the first of many the board will review as 
teachers upgrade their stocks in step with the renovation 
project. Ms. Isernio said items must be declared as 
surplus property and auctioned off. Ms. Hartley said any 
interested parties can contact the superintendent's office 
for more information. 

The board also discussed the Tri-Town 
Foundation's June 18 fundraising event at the 
Mattaposiett YMCA. Ms. Laliberte said the foundation is 
looking for Rochester residents to participate in its work. 

Ms. Rood - who stressed that her "entire 
motivation [of her school board work] is children of 
the school" - offered an update on exciting activities at 
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the school. Activities she listed include the fourth grade 
production of Willy Wonka, the fifth and sixth grade 
production of the Merchant of Venice as adapted by a 
current teacher, the March choral performance, the PTO- 
funded cultural programs, a mentoring program between 
sixth graders and kindergartners, the third-grade energy 
patrol, and a math tutoring program between fifth and 
first graders. ''I hope people recognize what a special 
place [RMS] is,'' she said. Ms. Hartley thanked Ms. Rood 
for her positive presentation. 

In other remarks, Ms. Hartley said that ''all fears 
have not come true" regarding the decision to televise 
committee meetings. "It is important for folks to view the 
meetings, and I am proud of the committee," she said.

Marion Considers Smart Growth Zoning

Imagine traveling east on Route 6 from 
Mattapoisett and arriving at the triangle of Front and 
Spring streets in Marion. Instead of the expected sight 
of retail and gas stations lining the street, you would 
encounter a grassy roundabout adorned with a statute. 
Along the newly tree-lined streets would be multi- 
purpose structures, such as a coffee shop or bistro sharing 
buildings with residential units or offices, and pedestrian- 
friendly paths. 

This vision is among the many presented at 
an April 10 public workshop that examined proposed 
zoning changes to increase mixed-use development in 
Marion. Specifically, the new zoning would affect the 
neighborhood overlay district, an area bounded by Spring 
Street, Route 105 and Route 6. The proposed bylaw 
changes still require approval at the upcoming annual 
town meeting on May 17. 

Last Saturday's workshop was the second of 
two events dedicated to exploring all aspects of the 
proposed bylaw changes and gauging public opinion. 
According to 2015 Oversight Committee Chairman Steve 
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Grima - a champion of the proposed bylaw changes 
- approximately 40 people attended the latest event, 
including two business owners from the village. Other 
business owners interviewed for this story refused to 
comment on the zoning overlay proposal. 

Overall, the proposed alternative node zoning 
would revise existing bylaws to allow mixed-use zoning 
for a maximum of eight units per acre. The committee 
hopes the overlay would foster development ''within 
the character and scale of what Marion is used to,'' said 
Mr. Grima. He also said the proposal would increase the 
town's affordable housing stock to attract middle-income 
families and empty nesters. Currently seven percent of 
housing in Marion is affordable. Moreover, he hopes the 
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mixed-use zoning and focus on car-slowing measures 
would help Marion ''reclaim the landscape from the car." 

Mr. Grima countered the biggest concerns 
expressed at both public workshops: it would open the 
floodgates to development and drain business away from 
the village. ''We are planting a seed for a better way of 
developing the intersection during the next five, ten or 
15 years/' Mr. Grime said while stressing they are not 
proposing a development project. "The reason and logic 
are there." He said one motivation behind the zoning 
changes is to draw in businesses and give Marion an 
extra jolt of economic activity to boost the town's tax 
base. 

In a pin-up presentation of the proposed 
neighborhood overlay district, consultant Russ Preston, 
Design Associate at Cornish Associates who is heavily 
involved in the new urbanism movement , offered 
attendees a peek at what the changes could mean: 
tree-lined sidewalks that would decorate the streets, 
encourage slower traffic and provide a measure of safety 
to pedestrians. In addition, he offered a possible vision 
for a restaurant parking lot in the area of Spring Street, 
which would include pedestrian paths and a park-like 
sandstone square park flanked by parking spaces. "We've 
seen it done, including in one place in Florida. It is so nice 
that weddings are done there," he said. 

In a quick talk on the future possibility of a 
roundabout, consultant Bill Dennis discussed such a 



possibility in the Spring and Front Streets area along 
Route 6. He unveiled an illustration that showed a two- 
lane roundabout with a total 160 feet diameter and an 
"80 to 90 feet" in diameter grassy nucleus with an eye- 
catching statue. He said the roundabout would take out 
the danger of the intersections, especially for people 
heading across Route 6 to the village, and reduce the 
number of T-bone and fatal accidents. Also, he noted 
that a roundabout has the same throughput as a regular 
traffic light. The consultant added that a roundabout 
could be funded federally through the Federal Livable 
Communities Initiative. 

Overall, Mr. Dennis said the roundabout would 
"give [Marion] a sense of identity" and noted that 
although most people usually oppose roundabouts 
during the proposal phase, their opinion changes in favor 
of it once they actually are put into place. 

Again and again, the consultants stressed that the 
ideas presented offered a vision for the town, and that it 
cannot ultimately control what businesses move into the 
area. They said the proposed zoning overlay would help 
shape the type of future development. If approved at the 
town meeting, the bylaws may affect a pending proposal 
to expand the Cumberland Farms store to a 3,700 square 
feet space, Mr. Grima said. 

In the meantime, Mr. Preston and other 
consultants working on the proposed overlay district are 
putting the final touches on the bylaws and will present 
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a final report at the planning committee meeting on April 
26.

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community. The committee is all-volunteer and represents 
a cross section of Rochester's population. They try to 
allocate the funds so that as many people, in all age 
groups ranging from elementary school children to our 
senior citizens are covered. 

However, they could use some more input from 
the residents of Rochester as to how that money should 
be spent. To that end, a questionnaire has been designed, 
and is available at the Town Hall, Plumb Library, Bev 
Loves Books, Rochester Memorial School, Old Colony 
and Old Rochester High School. The public is invited to 
pick up the short survey, fill it out and return it. Then this 
fall, when the Rochester Cultural Council is again faced 
with choosing where to apply the annual appropriation 
from the State, their choices will be in line with how the 
community would like to see the money spent. 

As a benchmark, in 2010, the town's allocation 
was divided among several area music and theater 
groups, programs at Rochester Memorial School, Old 
Colony, and the Plumb Library, and multigenerational 
programs at several non-profit organizations.

Old Photos Offer Glimpse at Rochester History 

Rochester Historical Commission

Have you ever searched eBay for Old Rochester items? 
Many people have and may have seen an entry for a photo 
of "Little Susie Fava Picking Cranberries near Rochester, 
MA" What is offered is a reproduction from the Library of 
Congress's collection of the photographs taken by Lewis 
Wickes Hine (1874-1940). He was famous for the thousands 
of photographs that he took as evidence for the National 
Child Labor Committee to help pass child labor laws. Many 
know of his photos of children working in industry such as 
the textile mills of New Bedford and Fall River as depicted 
in Spinner Publication's 1984 book. What most don't know 
is that there were also other photographs taken of children at 
work in many other industries, such as mining, transportation 
and agriculture. This is 
where Rochester and other 
Southcoast communities 
come in. 

Recently, the 
Rochester Historical 
Commission initiated 
an investigation into 
that photo's origin and 
uncovered the fact that 
the eBay seller was 
reproducing public 
domain photos from the 
Library of Congress. 
Further research through 
the Library of Congress' 
search engine uncovered 
a total of 14 photographs 
taken by Lewis W. Hine, 

all depicting local folks at work on the Eldridge Bog off Pierce 
Street in 1911. There were many other photos of Wareham and 
other bogs on the Cape. 

Although Rochester cranberry bogs would not have 
been as dangerous an assignment as some of those where he 
attempted to photograph children working in factories (since 
children working with their parents in agricultural occupations 
was accepted), it would have been a difficult task. Let's try to 
imagine the scene back in 1911 . Dry picking of cranberries 
often occurs in early to mid-fall when it can still be quite 
hot. The workers probably started early in the morning and 
had brought packed lunches so they could stay all day. No 
childcare centers for the little ones - they would be right out 
there on the open bogs. 

Now up comes a man, dressed in a suit and carrying 
approximately 50 pounds of photographic equipment. He 
probably traveled the dirt roads by horse and buggy as autos 
were still few and far between. With all of us now taking 




digital photos, it is hard to imagine what went into taking a 
photo then. He would set up his rickety tripod, and mount his 
view camera with the deep bellows on it. Since the subjects 
would be in the bright sun, he wouldn't need his flash pan or 
flash powder. He'd focus the camera, pull the slide and get 
the attention of his subjects. Then with words and gestures, 
try to get them back on task so the picture would look natural. 
Usually all he got was one exposure and then he'd have to 
move on so as not to disrupt the work or the boss would throw 
him out. 

Now what do we know about those 14 photographs, 
besides that they are part of the more than 5400 photos that 
Mr. Hine took over his lifetime? Well, we know the names 
of many of the people in the photos thanks to Hine's detailed 
captions. He had studied stenography and took rapid detailed 
notes about the scenes and people he photographed, often 

making moralistic 
comments all of which 
were later transcribed 
onto a 3x5 card that 
accompanied each 
photo. In our case, he 
even names a witness, 
Richard K. Conant to 
these photos. Some of 
the children and adults 
who are identified in the 
photos include Napolean 
Leighton, nine years and 
Mary Gilbert 10 years of 
New Bedford, Susie, eight 
years and Dante Fava, 
10 years of Pierce ville 
(East Rochester or West 
Wareham). Other subjects 
included Celia Perry of Rochester, Camille, Justine Carmo and 
Water Silva, and Abbie, Anne, Merida and Mrs. Willet. 

The Rochester Historical Commission hopes that we 
can connect some of these children to their present day 
descendants, much like Joe Manning, an author from Florence 
MA has tried to do with The Lewis Hine Project. So far he has 
been able to identify and connect more than 20 children from 
the photographs. As he says, "the children and families were 
inadvertently caught in the art of making history, but we know 
nothing about them." He hopes to dignify their lives and the 
lives of others that history has forgotten. So do we. 

Our 14 photographs are on display at the Town Hall in 
Rochester. We hope that you can stop by and view them and 
perhaps shed some light who they are, or if you recognize 
them from the above list of names, please contact Laurene 
Gerrior, Rochester Historical Commission at 508-763-4223 or 
arethusa® Comcast .net .

One Night Stand

Date Night. Starring Steve Carell and Tina Fey. 
Directed by Shawn Levy. Running time: 88 
minutes. MPAA rating: PG-13. 

Steve Carell and Tina Fey are the king and 
queen of the Thursday-night sitcom prom. Both 
are smart and helplessly funny, and both came up 
through Second City improv. About fifteen minutes 
into Date Night, I began to wish Carell and Fey had 
been allowed to improvise the whole thing. As it 
is, this tangled- web contraption — with the stars 
as a married couple mistaken for another couple 
possessing an incriminating flash drive — makes 
for a painless, fast (88 minutes!) sit. It never scales, 
or even attempts, the heights of smart- stupid lunacy 
Carell and Fey have hit on The Office and 30 Rock. 
Liz Lemon would never be in Date Night, but Jenna 
Maroney might. 

Every move Carell and Fey make digs them 
deeper into trouble, until finally they're doing their 
idea of an erotic dance for the benefit of an erstwhile 
Dark Knight actor. The dance is mildly amusing, 
their audience's incongruously impressed response 
somewhat more so; in truth, though, the scene peaks 
when Tina Fey emerges from the strippers' dressing 
room looking like a cross between Sigourney Weaver 
in Galaxy Quest and Megan Fox in the forthcoming 
Jonah Hex. Fey is a brunette right down to her soul, 
so when she goes blonde — as she also did on the 
recent Saturday Night Live episode meant to cash in 
on Date Night — the wrongness is epically comic. 

This is a PG-13 movie, so there's only so 
much wildness the situation can unleash in this 
milquetoast suburban- Jersey couple. The night-

Date Night offers a cameo every other reel, none 
of which I want to spoil, though fans of Attack of 
the Show's often-hilarious Olivia Munn should dial 
down their expectations — she's wasted here as a 
snooty restaurant hostess. Mark Wahlberg turns up as 
a security specialist who helps the couple (goes well 
above and beyond, I would say), and he provided me 
with my only real laugh: "Was that supposed to be 
me or Fat Albert?" 

Unpretentious and unambitious. Date Night 
will play fine on Comedy Central in a couple of 
years. Carell and Fey aren't really asked to venture 
outside their comfort zones; even when pole-dancing, 
they're the same uptight nerds they started out as. 
The movie passes the time, but what a misuse of 
resources! Carell and Fey have an easy rapport, and 
I'd like to see them in a run of funnier films, and 
perhaps even write the scripts together; now that their 
first collaboration has yielded a solid number-one hit, 
maybe the studios will grant them more freedom next 
time. Then again, this is the same Hollywood that 
hasn't noticed how funny Olivia Munn is.
